Lumber company of Eau Claire, was 
caused by a porcupine derailing a 
handcar upon which Nilson was rid­ 
ing.” 
This simple m em orandum on a re­ 
port blank for accidents sent to the 
state industrial commission tell* of 
the depredations of a porcupine, who 
promises to make history. That a le­ 
gal battle will he fought in which 
the activity of one porcupine prom ­ 
ises to play a leading part is almost 
certain. 
James Thompson 
of 
La 
Crosse, acting as adm inistrator for 
the estate of Nils Nilson, has filed 
a claim with the industrial commis­ 
sion. 
The porcupine was crushed 
in the head-end collision. 
The lumber company reports that 
Nilson was employed in the camps 
near W inter and was riding with 
three others on a handcar from one 
camp to another. 
Here is the de­ 
scription of the accident by an eye 
witness:
